Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


The  following  annual  report  is  respectfully  submitted  to  the 
members  of  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Sumner: 

While  not  all  of  our  schools  have  attained  that  high  degree 
of  success  we  like  to  see,  I  think  taken  as  a  whole,  we  have  had  a 
very  successful  school  year. 

Teachers  have  taken  a  great  interest  in  their  work  and  in 
nearly  all  cases  gained  the  good  will  of  both  pupils  and  parents. 

Five  teachers  have  held  their  positions  the  entire  year.  By 
so  doing  more  satisfactory  work  has  been  accomplished  than 
would  otherwise  have  been,  had  we  been  obliged  to  change  every 
term. 

I  consider  the  Town  fortunate  in  having  the  services  of 
teachers  who  have  had  so  much  experience  in  teaching,  and  are 
so  well  fitted  to  fill  their  positions.  We  have  had  an  excellent 
attendance  the  past  year;  9  pupils  have  not  been  absent  for  the 
entire  year,  and  a  much  larger  number  only  1  or  2  days,  and  then 
on  account  of  illness. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  pupils  are  learning  to  take  pride  in 
keeping  their  books  neat  and  clean.  New  books  placed  in  some 
of  our  schools,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  show  very  little  wear. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  School  Board 
for  their  support,  the  parents  for  their  many  words  of  apprecia- 
tion, the  citizens  for  the  many  courtesies  I  have  received,  and  the 
teachers  and  pupils  for  their  help  in  making  my  work  for  the  past 
year  pleasant.

SUMNER,  MAINE,  FEB.  8th,  1916 

To  Chas.  H.  Bonney,  a  Constable  of  the  Town  of  Sumner,  in 
the  County  of  Oxford, 

GREETING: — In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine,  you  are 
required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Sum- 
ner, qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  assemble  at  the  vestry  of 
the  Universalist  Church  in  West  Sumner,  on  the  6th  day  of 
March,  A.  D.,  1916,  at  10  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the 
following  articles,  to  wit:

Art.  2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  report  of 
the  Municipal  Officers,  for  the  year  ending  Feb.  8th,  1916. 

Art.  3.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  grant  and  raise  a  sum 
of  money  for  the  purpose  of  breaking  snow,  and  how  much. 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  grant  and  raise  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of 
schools,  the  poor,  repairs  of  school  houses,  purchase  of  school 
books,  tuition  of  high  school  pupils,  repairs  of  roads  and  bridges, 
and  to  defray  all  other  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  school  com- 
mittee to  continue  schools  in  where  an  average  attendance  of 
eight  scholars  have  not  been  maintained  for  the  past  year. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  "yes"  or  "no"  on  the 
question  of  appropriating  and  raising  money  necessary  to  entitle 
the  town  to  State  aid  as  provided  in  Section  20  of  Chapter  130 
of  the  Public  Laws  of  1913. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  and  raise  the 
sum  of  $533  for  the  improvement  of  the  section  of  State  Aid  road 
as  outlined  in  thje  report  of  the  State  Highway  Commission,  in
